The Incredible K2JF Propagation Forecast 
12/15/79-1/15/80 


Well, it's that time of year for the winter solstice and the start 
of the winter season and longer days. This period of time should give 
us some real fine operations, The sun-spot and solar-flux are in fine 
shape and unless we get some very large U Ulass x-ray flares, we should 
be in good propagation conditions. 

The lower bands (160-80-40) are really showing up good and will 
be very fine operating bands during this season. The Fe2 layer 
ionization usually at seasdnally peak levels up here in the north dur- 
ing this time period giving us good to excellent propagation (DX) on 
all the bands. 160 and 80 will be at their best during this period, 
so you "low freak" boys should take advantage. 

For all you middle freak boys and girls, this is the time of year 
to get those tough ones. From sunrise to sunset there is always sone- 
thing happening. Sunrise to sunset look look for DX on 10 followed 
by 15 and 20 until midnite or so, Fifteen may drop off around 2100 
local time, but check 80 and 40 from midnite to sunrise. (Gee, John, 
if I play my cards right I can sleep from 11 til midnite. Guess I'1l 
have to eat at the rig!! Vonditions are so good, I don't want to 
miss anything. HI! HI!-ed.) 

There is a very important condition in effect on 40, 80 and 160. 
The "shadow effect" (also called sun-line) means that optimum DX 
conditions occur at sunrise at the easternmost part of the pagne 
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They wili be listening every day from 0700-1000 local time.
